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2. Scope of claim for utility model registration 

1 . A column for liquid chromatography, characterized by comprising a hollow tube (1) in 
which a filler (2) is filled, and a column filter (3) which is mounted on the end of the hollow tube 
and is clogged with a filler (7) of the same material but having a larger particle size than Uie filler 

(2). 

Detailed Descriptions of the Invention:

[Problem to be solved by the device] 

In accordance with micronizalion of the particle size of a filler, effort for micronizing fine 
pores and unifoimizing the fine pores in a sintered metal has been made. However, production of a 
sintered metal filter becomes difficult when the particle size of a filler becomes 3 ^im or less. 
Furthermore, in the case when a soft gel is filled, if the fine pores are too small, the fine pores are 
excessively clogged with the gel, and increase of a pressure is caused when a solution is flown in a 
column. 

The objective of the present device is to solve the above-mentioned problems without 
improving the sintered metal. 
[Means for solving the problem] 

The above-mentioned objective is achieved by, prior to filling a fine filler, once clogging a 
sintered metal filter with a filler comprising a similar material to that of the filler and having a large 
particle size, and mounting the clogged filter on a column tube. 
[Effect] 

By clogging the filter with a filler having a large diameter, effusion of a fine filler filled 
thereon can be prevented, and pressure increase by the filter can also be decreased. Furthermore, 
when the fine filler is ejected from the column tube for the purpose of refilling of a column, the 
filler clogged in the filter is hardly mixed with the fine filler, and if the filler is mixed, since the 
filler is of the same material, significant deterioration of column performance can be obstructed 
even when a filler is refilled thereafter. 
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
